PUT ’PHONES OUT. 

Mayor Break.s Tic In Council And 
1‘rctty Fight In Courts .May 
Bf Tlic Outcome. 

The telephone situation came to a 
head at a meeting of the Stanford city 
council last week, when the council by 
a tie vote which Mayor A. H. P'lorcnce 
broke, passed an ordinance imposing a 
(lenalty of ftix) a day upon all corpora- 
tions which conduct business in the 
city without a franchise The majority 
of the council contend that the Kast 
Tennesset* Telephone Co has no fran- 
chise to do business in Stanford. It is 
understood that ths telephone company 
contends it has. The courts will un- 
doubtedly bo called upi>n to settle the 
the question, ao aome lengthy litigation 
between the city and telephone compa- 
ny may now be expected. 

The telephone company refused to ac- 
cede to the rouncil'a demand that tels- 
phone rates in the city be placed upon 
the uniform basis of $2 and tl, in lieu ! 
of all oki subscribers receiving this rate 
whereas new subscribers are charged 
S2 75 and II 65 for business and resi- 
dence 'phonea respectively. U|ion re- 
ceipt of information of the company's 
decision, the council took the action 
above stated. Councilmen Shugars, 
Pence and Allen voted against the or- ■ 
dinanca designed to drive the company j 
out uf town, while Councilmen Ander- 
son. KImore and Powell voted for it, 
and Mayor Klorrnca broke the tie by 
voting for It.
